Walker. Our thanks go to Bruce Armstrong for his help in 

getting CIN'TARI off the ground. 

Paul Bruggeman is our new SIG chairman for Languages which 
takes some of the load off Alan Shrock who continues as Hardware 
Chairman. 

Another bulk order for diskettes was taken at the meeting 
and they will be available for pick up at the April meeting. 1 
also ordered an extra 12 boxes as extras which will also be 

available for sale at the April meeting for $18.00 per box. 

Since we were not able to reach an agreement with 3M, bulk 
purchasing of cassettes along with disks was not possible. For 
our cassette based members, I do have the name of a local 

supplier and anyone interested should contact me. 

Mitch Cohen reported that his Basic I programming class was 
going well with about 60 people attending and had one more class 
to go for completion. 

On that note, planning for Marty PIumbo's Advanced Basic 
class got under way and a class night of Friday evening at 7:30 
was selected with classes running 2 Hrs. every other week for 2 
months. A starting date and location will be available soon and 
will probably start soon after the April meeting. 
Pre—registration and payment of the $10 instructor fee started 
after the March meeting and will continue through the April 
meeting. Those wishing to register by mail may do so by using 
our P.O.Box. 


Hardware updates were given on the new Rana disk drive and 
on the Micro—Mainframe drives. Literature has yet to be 
received on either drive. Being the impulsive type who can't 
wait, I ordered a double drive, double density system from 
Micro— Mainframe which I should have for the April meeting. 

Membership cards arrived and were distributed to those 
members in attendance. Those people who pay membership dues 
during a meeting will recieive their card during the next 
meeting to allow proper registration of their card. 



Responding to a suggestion -from the membership, every effort 
will be made to ensure that the meeting is set up early and will 
start at 2 P.M. Another suggestion from the membership 
concerned the availability of a published membership list which 
would also show special interests or abilities so that members 
would know who shared common interests and lived nearby. In 
order to produce such a list and still respect an individual's 
right to privacy, the April meeting will have a new format 
sign—in sheet which will contain a line for you to write in any 
special interests and will also contain a column to be checked 
off if you want your name and address to appear on the published 
list. 

The program side of the meeting was done by Steve Kaufman 
who announced and demonstrated his new rewritten version of 
ATARI(r) DOS which will handle DOUBLE or single sided and double 
or single density drives. This new DOS is compatible with all 
types of files and eliminates the serious file—handling 
incompatibility that the new Percom DOS presents. Steve also 
demonstraed his Disk Doctor program again. The new Monarch 
Basic Compiler was also demonstrated and the resulting speed 
increase in program operation was amazing.

Hi! Welcome to the April 1983 issue of the CIN'TARI 
newsletter. 

Not much to report this month. We have made progress.on the 
library and now have guidelines provided by the Copyright office 
in Washington D.C.. 

The Chair is investigating a diskette made locally, with a 
leading manufacturer’s stock. These diskettes are to be single 
side—double density and certified to quad—density for quality 
control purposes. There is a minimum of 500 pieces of media per 
order, which we have been ordering, but the price on that order 
would be $1.65 per disk. The owner of the firm states that he 
has recorded approximately a 1 in 15,000 error factor. They 
also can supply ribbon and printer paper at a good price 
(e.g.)201b. Letter Quality 9 1/2"X 11” 3000 sheet tractor 
perforated, for $23.00 a carton. 

We need volunteers for the CONSTITUTION and BY-LAWS 
committee. 

We have received our diskettes from 3—M. They are packaged 
in two packs as promised. To be fair and equitable,we will 
furnish two packs to all members who were at the January '83 
meeting who were then or are now paid members. This should take 
up most of the diskettes, nd we apologize for the wait. 



We will be dividing the of-f ices of RECORDING 
SECRETARY and TREASURER effective at the next meeting. Scott 
has agreed to stay on as RECORDING SECRETARY so we will 
entertain motions from the floor for TREASURER. Effective in 
April, Scott will be responsible for distribution of the 
membership cards. The new TREASURER will be responsible for 
dues collection. Due to this there will be no dues collection 
before the meeting. 

There will be a reduction in dues for those paying dues in 
April.

l_ I BRARY NEWS 

An Executive Committee meeting was held on March 7th for the 
purpose of defining the CIN'TARI club library and the operating 
proceedures of it. After a full evening a discussion and 
evaluation of current information, we are pleased to announce 
that the library will become available starting with the April 
meeting. The results and proceedures of the meeting are as 
follows: 

1. ) The library will consist of public domain programs, 
member submitted programs that have been accurately typed in 
from magazines, original copyright software that has been either 
purchased or donated to the library, and paper documents such as 
technical documentation and magazines. 

2. ) The library contents will be available to paid club 
members and to other clubs that we might become affiliated with 
in a reciprocal library agreement. 

3. ) Original copyright software and paper documents will be 
loaned and signed out to members for a maximum time period of 
(1) month and depending on the popularity and demand may have a 
reduced time period of loan. Members borrowing original 
copyright software will be completely responsible for the 
safe-keeping and return of the software in a useable condition 
and will also be responsible for it's replacement in kind should 
it be damaged or lost. 

4. ) Public domain or user submitted programs typed in from 
magazines may be copied by the Librarian to member supplied 
disks at a club meeting as time permits or at some other 
mutually agreed upon time. 

5. ) Member submitted programs typed in from magazines should 
should be identical to the magazine article and include all 
credits and remarks. The source of the program must also be 
submitted to the Librarian. This is for everyone’s legal 
protection.

And just when you thought it was safe...I'm back. I thought 
that I’d just ramble around a little this month (why break the 
trend?). 

First, a little something for BASIC A+ fans. If you have tried 
using machine language strings in a program only to have BASIC A+ 
frown on the contents of the string, try SET 5,1. The explanation 
that I received goes like this. Since BASIC A+ allows lowercase 
commands, occassional1y a machine language string that would be 
accepted by ATARI BASIC will not be welcomed by BASIC A+. Using this 
SET command will cause BASIC A+ to see the string in exactly the same 
way ATARI BASIC sees it. Yes, BASIC does look at the contents of 
strings. With this (poor) explanation in mind, consult your 
documentation, it should help to clarify things. No problem, .glad to 
be of help. 

How about something for all the ATARI MICROSOFT BASIC fans? 
Okay, if you insist. I ran across a few cute user defined functions 
that can be a real help if you use MICROSOFT. The first is DEF 
FNROUND(X , N) = INT(X/10"N+0. 5)*10 "N. This will round X to the Nth 
decimal place. For example, FNROUND(X,-2) will round to the nearest 
hundredth, while FNROUND(X,6) rounds to the nearest million (great 
for government work). DEF FNROUND*(X,N)=STR*(FNROUND(X)) does the 
same thing as the above function, except it returns the result in a 
string. When you are doing data file manipulation, the function DEF 
FNV(A*,S,L)=V AL(MID*(A*,S,L)) will extract a sub-string from A* 
starting at S for a length of L characters. And finally, the 
function DEF FNFIX(X)=SGN(X)*INT(ABS<X)) is used to simulate the FIX 
command which is absent in our MICROSOFT implementation. The FIX 
command sets the number to an integer while preserving the sign of 
the original number. It also prevents peculiar results from 
occurring if the argument is negative. FNFIX(-4.1> will evaluate to 
-4, without it you may get -5. Most of these functions came from an 
article by James E. Korenthal which appeared in Lifelines Magazine 
in March, 1982. 

I recently found out (via SIGfcATARI on CompuServe) that a new 
version of PASCAL will be coming out soon. It requires only 1 drive. 
It meets ISO standards and has many UCSD extensions plus special 
extensions to take full advantage of ATARI’S special features. It 
will support the NEWELL FASTCHIP as well as RAMDISK. Sounds 
interesting... The price is slated to be *79.95. Also, Synapse 
Software is working on TrendManager, a plotting and projection 
program that works with FileManager+ and VisiCalc DIF files. Michael 
Reichmann (publisher of Mapping The Atari) is writing BIZGRAPH, which 
will have much the same capabi1ities. These programs should fill the 
gap left by the absence of Vi si PIot/Vi si Trend. Fi1eManager+ is in 
the process of being totally recoded into FORTH (yea!). This should 
greatly help the speed of this program. Anyone want to buy a 
(seldom) used copy of DATA PERFECT?
